Ray Murphy, the old "de­ 
tectiv e” of the State D epartm ent, gav e me a 
frightening run-down on the blindness shown by 
the supporters of the "honest agrarian" theory 
back in the late Nineteen Forties, and I hav e 
been w ary of this crowd ev er since But now we 
hav e John Fairbank saying that "m ilitary con­ 
tainm ent on the Korean border, in the Taiwan 
straits and in Vietnam cannot soon be abandoned 
and may hav e to be m aintained for some time.” 
The Chinese, he continued, “are no more amenable 
to pure sweetness and light than other rev olu­ 
tionaries.” Fairbank told Fulbright that he didn’t 
think much of the idea of trying to "neutralize”

Captives of the slenderizing 
, dict, take heart! If y ou've been 
1 pining for forbidden sweets, re­ 
lief may be in sight. And sound, 
J healthful relief at that. Some 
day y ou may munch lemons as 
happily as if they were candy 
bars. 
That, at least, is the possibil­ 
ity held out by “ miracle fruit.” 
Miracle fruit? It's an African 
berry whose happy story was 
; told in detail by a nutrition sci­ 
entist in a recent issue of the 
J ournal of the American Diete- 
i tic Association. The red. foot­ 
ball-shaped berry is used by peo­ 
ple in certain parts of Africa, 
say s Dr. G. E. Inglett, to im ­ 
prove the sour ta ste of locally 
produced bread and beverages. 
It evidently achieves its effect 
by coating the ta ste 
buds so

while • other ta ste responses — 
sa lty and bitter — remain unal­ 
tered. 
According to the scientist, the 
“ natural flavor of citrus fruits 
eaten a fter miracle fruit is va st­ 
ly superior to any suga r-sw eet­ 
ened citrus produce . . . The de­ 
lightful flavor of fresh stra w ­ 
berries eaten a fter miracle fruit 
is so wonderful that it defies 
adequate description.”

inspiration.

encountered in 1852 by English 
visitors 
to 
Africa 
who 
called 
them “ miraculous berries.” 
One slightly sour note modi­ 
fies the story 's sweetness. The 
fresh berries retain their special 
sweentening effect only a few 
day s. How to preserve it for use 
in food packaging remains an 
unsolved
